Fifth Anniversary of Flight 
John Glenn NowEarthbound as 
Others Continue Climb to Moon

HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) — He 


recalls every detail of that day 
nearly five years ago when he 
sailed three times around an 
awed world and returned a hero 
— but this year the anniversary 
falls under the shadow of trage- 
dy.John H. Glenn Jr. is on the 
sidelines now, watching from 
earth while others pave the way 
to the moon, and share the dan- 
gers. 


But the flames that swept the 


Apollo 1 spaceship Jan. 27, kill- 
ing three astronauts, burned 
their way into John Glenn's 
memory too. 


That fire took the lives of Air 


Force Lt. Col. Virgil I. (Gus) 
Grissom, one of the original 
seven astronauts; Air Force Lt. 
Col. Edward H. White II, the 
first American to walk in space, 
and Navy Lt. Cmdr. Roger B. 
Chaffee, a space rookie. 


Close Friends 


"What can you say when 


you've lost some of your best 
friends," Glenn asked. 


In three days, Glenn marks 


the fifth anniversary of his dra- 
matic 4-hour, 56-minute flight in 
the 
Friendship 7 
spacecraft 


which made him the first Amer- 
ican to orbit the earth. And he 
remembers that even in those 
early days he and his fellow as- 
tronauts knew that sooner or 
later a serious accident was in- 
evitable. They used to talk over 
the possibilities, the risks. 


"I honestly don't remember 


anything specific Gus said about 
danger," says Glenn now. "But 
even if I did, I don't think it 
would be right to repeat it. 


when he flashed three times 
around the globe. If he could 
completely wipe the year 1964 
from his mind, he would. 


He had left active flying with 


the space program, because of 
his age, aH worked to become 
U.S. Sen. Glenn, Democrat of 
Ohio. His decision to enter poli- 
ics came after much soul- 
searching — but suddenly his 
dreams ended.

mary campaign in Ohio ever got 
off the ground, Glenn fell and 
slammed his head against a 
bathtub while adjusting a mir- 
ror. He withdrew from the pri- 
mary, and it took him almost a 
year to shake the dizziness 
Drought on by a damaged inner 
ear.

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North Western-Milwaukee Road Merger 


The Interstate Commerce 
Commission 


Is currently conducting hearings into the 
proposed merger of the Chicago and North 
Western Railroad and the Milwaukee Road. 


The Post-Crescent has expressed the 


opinion on a number of occasions that 
mergers are an important and essential 
factor in the preservation and improve- 
ment of this nation's rail transportation 
system. We recognize the duty of the ICC 
to make certain that any proposed merger 
is in the public interest rather than just for 
the benefit of the private railroad compa- 
nies concerned. But from the information 
on hand the two railroads that serve this 
area make a strong case for approval of this 
merger. 


Both of these railroad companies have 


been marginal financial operations for 
many recent years. While each is showing a 
modest profit now, these profits are quite 
insufficient when compared with the roads' 
needs for improvement of properties and 
equipment. In their long past they have had 
a history of bankruptcies, receiverships, 
revenue deficits and declines in working 
capital. 


The two roads blame their financial 


troubles on low-cost short hauls, a profu- 
sion of little-used branch lines, severe 
competition from other means of transpor- 
tation and high terminal and freight yard 
costs. Their passenger business has been 
largely lost to the private automobile, 
airplanes and buses, although we would not 
go so far as to say their management's 
attitude toward passenger service is blame- 
less. And they face competition for freight 


business from trucks, pipelines, barges and 
ships, all of which are heavily subsidized by 
the government. 


The merger 
could 
help solve the 


problems of too much trackage, too many 
terminals, too many 
maintenance 
and 


repair centers and too many freight yards. 
The roads say they have not been able to 
take full advantage of technological devel- 
opments in the modernization of their 
equipment and facilities because of their 
lack of capital. 


These two railroads are important to 


the economy of Wisconsin. They pay some 
$2,750,000 a year in taxes in the state, 
invest $30,500,000 a year in maintenance of 
their Wisconsin 
facilities, employ 8,000 


people in the state with an annual payroll 
of $58,000,000. They serve many state com- 
munities with vital freight service. 


From the community point of view the 


question is whether the merger will lead to 
better and more efficient sendee. There is 
the one point of view that when a monopoly 
is created, the opportunity for abuse arises. 
But we must remember that railroad rates 
and service are fully regulated by both 
federal and state governments. The other 
point of view is that if the merger allows 
these two roads to operate more econom- 
ically and profitably, better service should 
ensue. 


We subscribe to the latter point of view. 


Monopoly in such public services as power 
generation has been an accepted fact of 
American life for many years. A certain 
degree of monopoly in rail service is 
inevitable in today's economy if 
the 


railroad industry is to survive and prosper.

Belgians Want Disarmament 


The little country of Belgium knows 


first hand the horrors of an occupying 
army. In two World Wars, the nation was 
overrun by foreign troops and the costs in 
civilian casualties and damages were tre- 
mendous. 


So it is small wonder that Belgium is 


now taking the initiative in encouraging 
disarmament plans in Europe. 


The Belgians are not asking for unilat- 


eral disarmament or that only one side of 
the East - West struggle undertake it. In- 
stead they are emphasizing that members 
of both the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion and the Warsaw Pact should get 
together on reciprocal reductions. Foreign 
Minister Paul Harmel told the Belgian 
Senate "we would like to create, here and 
in other countries, a strong conviction that 
parallel reductions of armaments must be 
achieved progressively in each camp." 


Last month the Belgian proposal that a 


study group in NATO be appointed to re- 
evaluate the alliance was approved. Mr. 
Harmel has also spoken in favor of moves 
toward a nonaggression treaty with Warsaw 
Pact nations. 


More than a year ago another Belgian 


proposed that his country, the Netherlands 
and Luxembourg make an agreement with 
Poland—approximately the same size and 
population as the three — to cut their 
armaments but so far nothing much has 
come of the suggestion. It does, however, 
raise the important point that if the 
smaller countries in both East and West 
Europe disarm, must they rely even more 
than now upon the big ones? Of course the 
Soviet Union and the United States would 
be essential to the defense of the smaller 
countries in any case if there were a large 
scale war. But in today's Europe it does not 
appear likely that one small nation will 
attack another and so proceed on a limited 
war where its own weapons would be 
important. 


The costs of maintaining massive ar- 


maments combined with the feeling that 
they are outdated in a nuclear world have 
contributed to the moves toward European 
disarmament. But the attitude is deeper. 
The Europeans seem to be saying that war 
is no longer an acceptable arm of foreign 
policy as far as European affairs 
are 


concerned. The rest of the world can 
devoutly hope that they are right. 


Here's How a Monarch Travels 


Since Congressman Adam Clayton Pow- 


ell was temporarily at least denied his seat 
in the House of Representatives, there have 
been counter charges of abuse of the 
taxpayer's dollar. Powell apparently took 
superfluous but decorative secretaries on 
bis various trips and even personally 
collected his wife's government pay check. 
But other congressmen have been charged 
with bringing along just as unessential 
relatives and friends in their expense paid 
junkets to various parts of the world. 


Clearly there should be a policy as long 


as personal ethics do not seem to exist. But 
at least the United States does not have a 
monarch. 


King Hassan n of Morocco is visiting in 


the United States. It's an informal tour so 


he didn't really come prepared with all 
sorts of policy makers. He only brought 
some 136 people along on the trip by ocean 
liner. They include five princes and two 
princesses, six ministers of Cabinet rank, a 
personal maitre d'hotel, a chef, four cooks 
and one man who has nothing to do except 
oversee the making of the King's coffee. Of 
course all of these royal sort people need 
attendants, maids and other servants. The 
aides wear red fezes and white djellabahs 
and small swords. And they make sure that 
areas where the King walks are well 
carpeted whether they are piers or eleva- 
tors. 


The trouble with some congressmen, 


apparently, is that they have a hankering 
for the monarchy.

Department asked eight major 
oil companies to rescind a one- 
cent gasoline price increase. 
"The n a t i o n a l interest in 
stable prices requires this."

In simple truth, and astound- 


ingly enough, the average re- 
tail price of gasoline — before 
taxes — has declined in the 
past 10 years. In 1957 a gallon 
of regular gas — before taxes 
— cost 22 11 cents In 1966 it 
cost 21.57. But who would 
know it? Nor is selling at 
these prices a very profitable 
business. An average of one of 
every four gasoline filling sta- 
tions fails or changes hands 
each year. 


Translate this now into our 


cost of living. Our cars are 
important to us and to the 
whole family — fully as im- 
portant as the overgarnished 
oratorical blue plates dished 
out to us by the politicians. In 
most of the world when riding 
is done, men do it; camels, 
donkeys and women walk. Not 
here. The average family buys 
650 gallons of gasoline a year. 
Our total vehicles average 775 
gallons apiece. New York City 
must find the room for IMs 
million cars to drive and park. 
And the cost of living has gone 
down in terms of gasoline. 


But taxes are the largest 


single item in our cost of 
living. Nothing else is even a. 
close second. Our annual cloth- 
ing bill is $1.6 billion. Our 
annual total tax bill exceeds 
S165 billion. And the cheery 
sound you hear at the gasoline 
pump is our tax money clink- 
ing, clanking, tinkling down 
the drain. 


Gasoline taxes have been 


hiked nearly 19 per cent in the 
same period that the prices 
have gone down. The Federal 
and State taxes now average 
10.51 cents a gallon. We used 
74 billion gallons last year. 
Each one cent in taxes costs 
us about $740 million a year. 
That aggregates close to $8 
billion a year, oh, Mama mia! 


But the truth is seldom 


known unless it is brought to 
light, and business people have 
been shockingly neglectful in

Birth of Fox Cities Family Service Hinges on Fund Drive Success

easy, and the proposed Family 
Service Association of the Fox 
Cities, Inc., is no exception. 
Nevertheless, that birth is im- 
minent, and the February fund 
drive, now halfway home, indi- 
cates that the labor is difficult 
and that many who will benefit 
in the future look upon the new 
arrival with little or no interest.

United Community S e r v i c e s 
board members and Research 
and . Development Committee 
agency Forum stated the need 
for such an agency, designed to 
provide counseling to families 
and individuals with problems 
too big to be handled alone. 
They counted up the wasted 
lives, the troubled children, the 
lost work hours, the insufficient 
community facilities for help, 
and advocated such a service. 
.By its organizational rules, the 
UCS cannot establish such an 
agency, but one that is function- 


ing can be taken in and sup- 
ported. 


While the need was recog- 


nized, and

King's Daughters' Project 
About two years 
ago The 


King's Daughters, who have 
established s u c h community 
bulwarks as the Blood Bank and 
VNA and helped with the com- 
munity Guidance Center, and 
made them all self-supporting, 
caste about for a new communi- 
ty-wide endeavor. Because of 
the enormity of the 
family 


service project, assuming i*s 
organization was deemed im- 
possible without the concerted 
effort of all seven Appleton 
circles.

ters and the Neenah-Menasha

Service 
is a social 


agency meant 
to strengthen 


family life, provide counseling 
to 
individual 
families; 
give 


casework service to couples and 
children; help during times of 
illness, whether emotional or 
physical, and assist with any 
problem that affects the stabil- 
ity of the family. 


Family service was started, 


she said, to help the eco- 
nomically deprived with voca- 
tional training. It has changed 
since then, as each individual 
agency must, maintaining flex- 
ibility 
and 
adapting to the 


changing needs of the communi- 
ty. In the 1930s, Social Security 
took over with financial assis- 
tance, and Family Service ex- 
panded its field of interest. It 
found that financial need was 
usually the symptom of a deep- 
er need, and that this need 
demanded attention. Counselors 
learned the dynamics of human 
behavior 
and 
helped 
people 


make better social adjustments. 


As society grows more com- 


plicated, and no one can doubt 
the changing size and complexi- 
ty of the growing Fox Cities, 
•more pressure is put on people. 
Family life presents problems 
today that were unknown to 
past generations. Among the 
more obvious are crime, delin- 
quency 
and 
divorce. 
People 


have become aware that those 
who believe in the family as the 
core of society recognize that it 
needs specialized help, just as 
today's other problems call for 
special mechanical or medical 
skills. 


100,000 Population Base 


The Family Service represen- 


tative outlined the minimum 
requirements in organizing an 
a g e n c y , explaining workable 
structures and community in- 
volvement. She noted that best 
results call for a minimum 
100,000 population base. She 
suggested that, if possible, the 
Neenah-Menasha Family Ser- 
vice and Appleton groups coop- 
erate in a new agency. Just as 


families have found they cannot 
live alone, so will communities 
join hands for particular serv- 
ices, Miss Shuford said. The 
first year's cost was estimated 
at $25.000. 


So the task was laid out. The 


infant got its first nudge toward 
reality. But it was only the 
first. Gestation is long and 
difficult. 


The King's Daughters, headed 


by Mrs. Donald Hovde and Mrs. 
W. C. Stach, spent many hours 
with community physicians and 
religious leaders, industry, law- 
yers, judges and 
educators. 


Their recognition and accep- 
tance, and an avowal of need, 
were basic to the success of any 
such 
undertaking. 
At every 


turn, a declaration of need was 
found. Existing agencies, such 
as the Community Guidance 
Center, were surveyed, to de- 
termine whether present facil- 
ities could provide needed ser- 
vices. They were assured that, 
for all the effort put forth, 
existing facilities could not be- 


gin to meet the call for help. 
Time and staff permit helping 
only the most urgently distress- 
ed, and there is often a waiting 
period of several months before 
a person can be seen at all. 
Besides, much of the kind of 
counseling that would be pro- 
vided by Family Service is 
outside the realm of present 
agencies, which seek to deal 
with emotionally disturbed chil- 
dren or families, leaving vast 
numbers of people with family 
problems to work out their own 
solutions 
or 
let 
the family 


disintegrate. 


No Overlapping 


They assured there would be 


no overlapping of services, for 
referrals from one agency to 
the other would assure that 
every person in need of help 
would find the kind he needed 
before the problem had pro- 
gressed beyond solution. 


So, Family Service for Apple- 


ton, Neenah, and Menasha, still 
only a concept but gathering 
strength every day, began to 


assume some sense of personal- 
ity. It was certainly a wanted 
and needed child. 


It's parents — The King's 


Daughters, found able allies, 
one the Appleton Junior Wom- 
an's Club, a dynamic and young 
organization that has proven its 
community involvement in stur- 
dy tones since its beginning 
about five years ago. 


Form Speakers' Bureau 


Two years ago the Junior 


Woman's Club earned almost 
$7,000 by putting on a local 
talent show, Spring Fling, with 
a New York director. Proceeds 
went to a number of local 
charities. Last summer the club 
stepped forward with the an- 
nouncement that another 'Fling' 
was planned, and that all pro- 
ceeds 
would 
go to 
Family 


Service. Assuming a profit of 
similar proportions, the King's 
Daughters felt such a contribu- 
tion gave the club a stake in the 
development of the new agency. 
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
